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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/14/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In regards to claim 1, Applicant argues that the prior art of Flusberg et al. fails to 
teach a switch. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Flusberg et al. discloses in paragraph 36 the 
use of a switch to supply signals to APDs. It appears the limitations as claimed have been met. 

2. In regards claim 2, Applicant argues the prior art of Flusberg et al. fails to disclose a 
polarization controller. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Flusberg et al. discloses in paragraphs 
39-40 a structure similar to that in the prior art disclosure of Flusberg et al. that includes 
components which control the rotation of polarization. 

3. In regards to claim 7, as described above, it appears a switching structure is disclosed. 

4. In regards to claim 1 1, as described above, it appears a polarization controller is 
disclosed. Furthermore, photon detectors are present to detect signals: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 6-8, 10-11, 13-14 and 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by United States Patent Application Publication 2004/02501 1 1 to Flusberg et al. 
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As to claims 1, 7, 1 1, 13, 14, and 17, Flusberg et al. discloses in figures 3-4, a method of 
detecting a characteristic of an optical device having at least two optical inputs and two optical 
outputs comprising: 

• Coupling a light source to said device through a switch (330) which has at least 
one input and two outputs, the at least two outputs of said switch being coupled to 
the two inputs of said device (340); and 

• Coupling each of the two outputs of said device to a different detector (350, 360). 
As to claims 2, 8, Flusberg et al. discloses a polarization controller (120). The controller 

of Flusberg et al. acts as a polarization splitter and rotator. 

As to claims 6, 10, and 18, the signals are split through the polarization beam splitter and 
sent to separate photodetectors. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 3-5, 9, 12, J^C 15, 16 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of Flusberg et al. fails to 
explicitly disclose or reasonably suggest a method of detecting polarization states by coupling a 
light source to a lx at least 2 optical switch through a polarization controller that generates four 
Mueller polarization states.
